Another library year has passed, and we come once more to 
our annual report. 

Although fewer books have been taken from the library, yet 
those have been on a wider rainge of subjects, thus proving 
that it is quietly but surely doing its work as an educator. 

Sixteen hundred and thirty-nine books were taken out during 
the last library year with an average of nineteen for each library 
day. 

‘Reference was made in last year’s report to the bequest of 
Mrs. Willard of Providence of two hundred dollars to purchase 
books for this library. Your trustees have tried to obtain these 
books or the money, but without success, and have placed an 
article in the town warrant for your consideration. 

Your attention is called to the catalogue printed last year, 
and on sale at the library for just the actual cost of the printing 
and arranging. 

Over forty new books have been placed on the shelves this 
year, most of which are receat publications by celebrated 
authors.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Education. 


Owing to the large amount of money raised this year our 
schools are still in session. 

At the close of the spring term, two teachers resigned, and 
some changes were made in the assignment of the others, to 
more fully meet the needs of the schools and increase their ef- 
ficiency. 

During the year, a course of study has been prepared so that 
a certain amount of work is laid out for the pupils from the 
time they enter school, until they are of age ‘o pass into the 
High school. ‘The school board fully realize that this course 
must be modified by the varying conditions in the several 
schools, and cannot be fully carried out without a more thor- 
ough grading than has yet been possible. Yet they think it is 
a step in the right direction, and in the hands of competent 
teachers, who know what is expected of them, and how to do it, 
they hope much better results than heretofore, may be accom- 
plished in the same amount of time. 

The board is sorry to note this year an increase in absence 
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and tardiness in some of the schools. After deducting cases of 
sickness, and absence cause.1 by inclement weather, there still 
remains a large number for which there seems to be no satisfac- 
tory excuse ; and for a child's habitual tardiness, there can be 
no excuse. In the words of the State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction, “The work of the school is the business of the 
child, and every child should be impressed with the idea that 
his business can no more be neglected without detriment, than 
the business of adults.” Again,—‘‘The responsibility for negli- 
gence of school duties through absence or idleness, rests large- 
ly upon the parent, who knows, or ought to know, the general 
conduct of his child, and who, by inaction, tacitly assents to such 
conduct.” A day’s absence now and then does not seem much 
to the child, who cannot realize that his daily work is part of a 
great whole, and that, in a school which is at all classified,—as 
all schools of any size should be,—the explanations and drill of 
each day, are essential to the understanding of the next, and 
all the following day’s work, and cannot be made good to the 
absent pupil; but the parent ought to sufficiently acquaint hiim- 
self with the working of the schools to fully understand this 


fact. 
There is a growing desire on the part of the best educators 


in the state that something should be done in the various towns 
to consolidate the schools. Certainly in this town it would be 
possible to make a beginning—if not by forming a central grad- 
ed school,—by uniting small, contiguous districts, such, for in- 
stance, as Nos. 3 and 5, so called. If so united, the number of 
pupils would not exceed twenty, and one teacher could do the 
work for all, just as efficiently, and with much more enthusiasm 
and the saving in expense for teacher’s salary, wood and repairs 
would much more than pay for the transportation of pupils, if 


necessary. It is hoped such an arrangement may be made for 
the above named districts the coming year.

There is much to commend in our schools and a good deal 
of faithful work has been done by teachers and pupils. The 
results in Arithmetic and Grammar, as tested by a written ex- 
amination prepared by the school board, were commendable, 
Considering that written examinations are new in our schools, 
‘ and not of frequent occurrence, as in city schools, it cannot be 
expected that the pupils will reach a high percentage, except in 
occasional instances. 

It is hoped that the public spirit which prompted the appro- 
priation for the schools the present year, will manifest itself in 
a like generosity the coming year. 

It is also hoped that parents and other friends of the schools 
will continue to show their interest in the rising generation by 
frequent visits, and that their criticisms will be kindly, and 
based upon actual knowledge of the working of the schools 
from day to day.
